Students test 
their minds 


Scholastic Assessment Test (SAT) 
were the hardest test that juniors and 
seniors had to take during the year, 
many thought. This test determined 
whether they were accepted to the 
college of their choice. There were two 
times students could take the test at at 
the high school. The first time to take 
the test was on November 6, 1999, and 
the second time it was given was on 
May 6, 2000. Many seniors took their 
test at other schools earlier in the year. 
The other test that some students took 
instead of SAT’s was the Armed 
Services and Vocational Apptitude 
Battery Test (ASVAB). 

“I think that if the SAT’s are going to 
affect our future as much as they do, 
then they definitely should not be

Luckily, most colleges 
realize this and base their decision on 
grades, GPA, courses taken, and other 
things.” 

Juniors and some sophomores took 
another important test called the 
Preliminary Scholastic Assessment Test 
(PSAT), which gave those eligible a 
chance to earn merits for different kinds 
of scholarships by automatically being 
entered in the National Merit 
Scholarship Qualifying Test.

Life skills learned through 
class participation 


Future Farmers of America (FFA) was a club offered to those 
students enrolled in Agriculture or Plant Technology classes. 
Students in FFA learned skills in activities such as woodwork- 
ing, plant life, wildlife, and farming. Useful and important skills 
used in public speaking were also learned. 

Junior John Hodges said, “FFA is a good way to get into a 
career in agriculture. It promotes group efforts and builds self 
esteem.” 

“FFA is for any young person who would like to have a career 
in any field that requires leadership abilities.

Auto mechanics students needed to be able to work with their 
hands and their heads equally. First year Auto Mechanic stu- 
dents spent most of their time ‘hitting the books’, according to 
Auto Mechanics teacher Mr. Kenneth Locklear. “The balance of 
the time is spent using various shop equipment and learning 
how to overhaul engines. The following years of auto mechan- 
ics classes are continuations of the first year class with the em- 
phasis on other systems of the automobiles,” said Locklear. 

Students learned how to use modern technolgy involved with 
the automobile industry. School Board owned cars and privately 
owned cars were worked on for practice. 

Skills were taught in many areas ranging from changing oil 
rebuilding a transmission. Students also went to garages and 
car dealerships to learn about careers they would be able to go 
into where they could apply their skills from this class. 

Senior Jeff Altice commented, “I took Auto Mechanics to learn

Electricity was another class in which students were able to 
work with their hands. First year electricity students learned the 
basics and the second year classes worked more off campus as 
the work was available. Both classes were two periods long for 
one semester and were open to anyone who wished to take them. 

In the classroom, Electricity 1 students had actual wiring set- 
ups as if they were in a real house. The emphasis was placed on 
safety, using the tools and workmanship. 

Electricity 2 was for students who wanted to expand their train- 
ing in wiring. They had the opportunity to work off campus 
with more hands-on projects, including wiring new houses 
within the county. Worksheets, films, newspaper articles, film- 
strips and videos, individual wiring projects, textbooks, and dem- 
onstrations were included in the curriculum. 

“This year in electricity class, my second-year students worked 
off campus on a new house and gained valuable experience, 
while first year students worked in class to prepare for future 
wiring projects,” commented electricity teacher Mr. Mark 
Cannaday.

“If I met someone who didn’t know what CATCE is, I would 
tell them that it is a school of technology that focuses on the 
student’s future careers and how technology influences them. 
CATCE is most definitely a beneficial opportunity for someone 
who is interested in technology and their future careers,” said 
freshman Ashley Washington. 

The Center for Applied Technology and Career Exploration 
(CATCE) opened in 1996 for eighth graders and in 1997 for eighth 
and ninth graders. While at CATCE, students focused on two 
modules (one each of the two nine weeks).

The Media Design Module was divided into five main areas, 
including marketing and sales, desktop publishing, journalism, 
multi-media presentations, radio production, and television pro- 
duction.

Technology looks to 


the future 


By its fourth year, Technical Student Association (TSA) had 
about 21 members, most of whom were in an Electronics class. 
Joining TSA was recommended for students taking Electronics 
2, Engineering Drawing/Design, and Architctural Drawing / 
Design, although any student involved in a technology class 
could join. Although TSA members occasionally had pizza par- 
ties during lunch, they also had work to do. In the '98-'99 school 
year, TSA students in the drawing classes placed first and sec- 
ond in Regionals. They were given three hours in which to rep- 
licate a drawing. They were not given any idea as to what the 
drawing would be before the competition. 

Electronics students in TSA also competed in Regionals, but 
were allowed to pick their own project. Included in their final 
result was a research paper, parts testing, an explanation, called 
a theory of operation, a schematic drawing, and the finished, 
working product. In Southwest Virginia, Electronics has finished 
with a first place win each year since it was formed. 

The sponsors of TSA, Mr. Rick Searing, Mr. Dan Johnson, and 
Mr. James McCarthy, told their students, “Ask not what your 
club can do for you, but what you can do for your club.” 

TSA members participated in the Thanksgiving Food Drive 
and Toys for Tots and contributed to United Way and the Jamison 
Technical Scholarship. 

Technical Drawing/ Design, Engineering Drawing/Design, 
and Architectural Drawing/Design all used Auto CAD 2000. 
Technical Drawing focused on learning basic skills and proce- 
dures in mechanical drawing or drafting and students used pa- 
per for the majority of the class. Engineering Drawing /Design 


empasized interpreting industrial prints and mainly used the 
computer. Architectural Drawing /Design centered on learning 
the principles of architecture and related drafting practices and 
techniques. Students had the opportunity to earn six college 
credits from Patrick Henry College. 

Electronics 1 taught the basics of electrical circuits. 

"The electronics course is a great course. It has taught me a lot 
about life and about finding more than one way to solve a prob- 
lem. Iam looking forward to Electronics 2 and looking forward 
to having Mr. Johnson again," said junior Ryan Cameron. 

Juniors Sabrina Ratcliff and Shiroin Taylor agreed, "Mr. 
Johnson's electronics class is the best class ever!" 

Electronics 2 allowed students to earn six college credits at 
Patrick Henry and was weighted by one point. Students in Elec- 
tromechanical Career Studies attended Virginia Western dur- 
ing first and second periods and earned ten college credits. They 
graduate with the college students and an get an employable 
credit. 

"Even Governor's school doesn't offer as many college cred- 
its," said Mr. Johnson. "Grades are important, but students don't 
realize that colleges also look at extra-curricular activities. TSA 
is an excellent example of an extra-curricular activity. All col- 
leges look at three things: SAT scores, grades, and extra-cur- 
ricular activities."
